A STRANGE OCCURRENCE.—.\ enrrespon-
dent, of Cameron, West Virzinia. sends
the following to the Wayneshurg, ’a., Re
pablican : **A very singular occurrence took
place in our neighborhood (the western part
of Alleppo township) oue night last summer,
some notice of which may be interesting to
your readers.

ut ten feet in diameter, correspondiug in
shape with the mass which had been dis-
placed. The hole was filled with water to
within two feet of the top. The stump had
been thrown up the hiﬂ this considerable
distance, together with a log about fifteen
feet long wilieh was lying across the roots.
The stump and hole in the ground are still
to be seen by any one passing the road.
What was the nature of the mighty force
that could have produced such an effect is
an intgresting subject of inquiry."’
